We on the home I'ront face one of the most ixnsonal 
challenges of this war to date. That challenge is whether 
or not we are willing to sacrifice to a suficient extent to 
lend our government thirteen billion dollars within the 
next few weeks. 

To do the job, you and I, and everyone we know, are 
going to have to dig down in our .sock—to dig out .some of 
those dollars we have salted away for a rainy day—as 
well as to take a good hunk out of this month’s pay check. 

This is a job that has to be done. Sure, we on the 
home front are feeling the pinch of the war. We have 
ga.soline lationing, fooil rationing, higher taxes and a lot 
of other little discomforts. But they are nothing compared 
with the agonies faced daily by our men—men from this 
community among them—out tliere on the fighting fi'onts 
of the world. 

Yes, we know that this constant demand for more 
money out of our pockets and out of our paychecks—an in¬ 
creasing amount each month—is monotonous. Hut so is 
sitting in a fox-hole or lying in a slit-trench day after day, 
slogging through the hell of a humid jungle or that of 
Sahara sand. 

Our sons, fnends, brothers, husbands and others we 
know are doing that for us. They are facing something 
more terrible than cutting down on a few things that we 
once thought were essentials to the American standard of 
living in order to do it, too. As Secretary Morgenthau has 
.said: “Shall we be more tender with our dollars than with 
the lives of our sons?” 

The Second War lx>an is an order to the home front 
to go on a new offensive. Your dollars are the weapons in 
this attack. They will make possible the passing of the 
ammunition to those boys up there in the front lines. To 
win this war is going to cost more and more money—and 
more and more lives. But the price of freedom is high. 
We can not; we dare not let our fighting men down. 

You can’t let George do this for you. 'You must pitch 
in with your dollars. Just keep in mind tho.se boys in the 
front lines. They give their lives—you lend your money! 


April 27 ha.s been set for the 
induction of men of thl.s draft 
district called in the April draft 
quota, it was announced at the 
Selective Service headquarters in 
Monrovia this week. Names of 
the men called will not be an- 
nounced until after those noti¬ 
fied to report have submitt*’! to 
the Army physical examination, 
in keeping with a recent order 
i.ssued by Gen. Hershey intended 
to prevent embarassment to tho.se 
rejected for physical rea-sons. 

The number to be called in this 
area during April and May will 
be at least 12 per cent under the 
quota originally a.ssigned the Si¬ 
erra Madre.Arcadia-Monrcvia di.st- 
rict, with the probability that the 
June and July quota will be con- 
siderably higher. 


Next Tuesday, April 20, is the 
deadline for the payment of the 
second installment of Los An. 
geles county taxes. The last min. 
ute rush to avoid delinquency is 
not expected to be as great as 
in recent years because of the 
unprecedented volume of money 
in circulation due to high wages 
and general employment.

erra Madre people over the Red 
Cross campaign for $7,500. Now 
that the nationally wide spread 
effort to raise $125,000,000 is in 
its last stages, we can well ex¬ 
amine the results of our efforts 
in raising the local quota. 

Sierra Madre up to Tue.sday 
noon, had a grand total of $10,- 
217.02, of which $533.00 is in 
pledges. This places us as third 
in the Los Angeles County area, 
being exceeded only by Antelope 
Valley and Claremont. 

One reason for our success was 
the faihtful and thorough work 
of the 50 solicitors who saw to 
it that every person in Sierra 
Madre was given an opportunity 
to contribute. These solicitors

ity, Mr. Alspach said. 

‘■The amount we must raise 
during this three-weeks drive is 
large,’’ he adried, "but It must 
and will be raised. The size of 
the task is by no means out of 
proportion to the increased in. 
come of the people due to huge 
war expenditures. 

"This is investing, not giving, 
through purchase of the best se. 
curity in the world. It is a loan 
and it will be repaid, with inter¬ 
est. Buying b<mds to the limit 
of one’s capacity is a patriotic 
duty, a privilege and an oppor¬ 
tunity. Beside.s, each bond 
bought by an individual with 
money saved as a result of cur. 
tailed spending does its part in 
checking inflation, which is 
cau.sed by excess purchasing 
power and a scarcity i>f goods. 

"Our fighting men are doing 
their part. We on the home 
front must not let them down. 
Fittingly, the drive's slogan is 
'They give heir lives; you lend 
your money.’’

A traffic panel has been estab¬ 
lished at the District War Price 
and Rationing Board, at 129 S. 
Myrtle ave,, Monrovia, and will 
start this week, functioning ac¬ 
cording to Ralph E. Connor, sec¬ 
retary of the board. 

This panel will handle traffic 
citations and violations as such 
records are received by the dis¬ 
trict board. Traffic violators will 
appear for a hearing and if the 
situation warrants, the supple¬ 
mental ration books for gasoline 
may be cancelled. Citations have 
been isued in an attempt to slow 
down speeding that is depleting 
the rubber stock. If violation is 
made in another state, the ac¬ 
tion and conviction will still be 
taken care of by the violator's 
local board. 

Revision of tire rationing regu¬ 
lations to provide a closer check 
against possible bootlegging op. 
erations as well as violations of 
the tire inspection requirements 
will be effective today, April 15. 
The tire inspection record for 
each car must be kept in the ve¬ 
hicle while in operation, unless 
given permission for removal by 
the ration board. 

A tire inspector will report any 
serial number irregularity to the 
local War Price Ration Boaid 
that issued the tire inspection 
record to the car rather than to 
the board which .appointed the 
inspector. 

When an applicant for a tire 
or tube does not have a tire in- 
spection record showing that all 
inspection requirements have been 
met. the local ration board, at 
its discretion, may grant the ap. 
plicaion if an inspection has been 
made within 60 days prior to fil¬ 
ing of the application.

A tentative plan to greatly re¬ 
duce storm damage in the Bald¬ 
win avenue, Lima street and Au¬ 
burn ave. district was outlined to 
the city council at its meeting 
Tuesday evening following a sur.

engineers of the Los Angeles 
County P^lood Control District 
and the U..S. Fore.st .Service. 

Recent slides in the canyons at 
the city’s northern boundaries 
have complicated the problem, 
though it is believed it may be 
in large mea.sure corrected by 
the construction of concrete or 
rubble channels from the canyons 
to the end of the city stieets, 
with provision for debris control 
in the intervening area. Loca¬ 
tion of a debris basin beyond the 
head of Lima street is one out¬ 
standing proposal of the proposed 
plan.

.Vmericiin Taken Prisoner 
By Them In China Tells 
Of Theii Atrocities 


Describing as almost unbeliev¬ 
ably cmel and inhuman the treat¬ 
ment of American prisoners of 
war by the Japanese, Paul An. 
derson, former Red Cni.ss repn'. 
sentative in China, himself a war 
prisoner of the Japs in 1942, pro- 
po.'ied to the Kiwanis Club at 
ILs luncheon meeting Tuesday 
that it give support to a move¬ 
ment looking to the sending of 
all Japanese, regardless of 
whether they were born in this 
country or Japan, to Japan after 
the war. Some of the most hor.’ 
riliie atrocities he witnessed, he 
said, were committed by Japan, 
esc returned from the United 
States, where they had been edu¬ 
cated. 

For nearly 30 years .\Ir. An¬ 
derson was an American life in. 
surance company’s repiesentative 
in China and shortly after the 
attack on Pearl Harbor was act. 
ing as a Red Cross representa¬ 
tive looking after American in¬ 
terests. For several months he 
managed to get along very well 
with the Japanese military offi. 
cers, he .said, but in .March 1942 
lie w<is thrown into prison with 
30 other prominent Americans. 

They were penned in a nine 
by thirteen foot room without 
furniture of any kind or .sanl. 
tary facilities, illy fed and most 
inhumanly treated. Finally his 
Red Cross standing w'as verified 
and he was released. The other 
•Americans were still confined un¬ 
der tile horrible conditions he 
suffered when he was one of the 
Americans exchanged for Japan¬ 
ese officials held here, returning 
to the States on the steamer 
Grlpsholm. 

Before his incarceration Mr. 
Anderson witnessed many stroci. 
ties too horribie to describe,, he 
said. He was introduced to the 
Kiwanians by Dan C. Reib, the 
two having been long-time friends 
in China. Twenty seven Alta- 
dena Kiwanians, guests of the 
local club, heard .Mr, Anderson. 

As Mr. Anderson was deliver, 
ing his addressing Gen. John L. 
DeWitt, commanding general of 
the Western Defense Command, 
WHS prote.sting vehemently be- 
for the House Naval Affairs 
committee sitting in Son Fran- 
cisc against granting permission 
for the return of excluded Jap. 
nnose to the coastal area. He 
said he was opposing the idea 
with "all his efforts”. 

"I have noticed increa.sing sen. 
tlment In some quarters in favor 
of letting Japanese-Americans 
come back to this military zone", 
said the General. "I have the 
Job of defending this coast . . . 
the danger of Japanese attack 
was and is espionage and .sabo¬ 
tage. It makes no difference 
whether the Japane.se is a citi- 
zen or not he's still a Japanese 
and can’t change". 

Later in his testimony before 
the committee the General pro¬ 
tested that cUmout regulations 
are not .sufficiently strict and 
that their weakness would con¬ 
tribute largely to any success of

likely to uegin doing it now. But 
if more recent utterances of Mr. 
Wallace are studied carefully it 
appears that what the Vice Presi. 
dent was trying to say was that 
we will "double-cross” the Sov¬ 
iet unless we bring our own form 
of government more nearly into 
accord with the Russian form, so 
that we can work more happily 
with Russia in "the new world 
order”. 

If that be the price of enjoying 
Russia’s complete confidence, as 
Mr. Wallace infers, then this war 
will have certainly cost us dearly. 
We have not asked Russia to 
change her form of government 
because she is fighting on our 
side—and the people of America 
are beginning to wonder about a 
Vice- President of the United 
States who spends his time, as 
he did in a recent broadcast, de. 
daring: "The people’s revolution 
is on the march, and the devil
